Storm Believed to Have Dis-
persed Miners Forming
for New Aftack

SLAIN SHERIFF'S SON BUSY

Ry Awnanclofed Prean

Wellsburg, W, Va., July 18.—A mine
gunrd stationed on the hill above the
Clifton non-unfon mine where yester-
day morning Sheriff H, H, Duval and
three other men were killed when the
property wns attacked by a large force
of marchers from over the Pennsylva-
nia line dashed into Oliftonville early
today with the report that men were
preparing for another attack.

Captain ~ White, commanding the
Htate constabulary, quickly sent a force
into the hillg, but they returned empty-
handed. A terrific rain storm broke im-
medintely after the nlarn: was given,
and Captaln White expressed the belief
that it had seattered the crowd.

Thin was only one of mnny alarms
hetween midnight and dawn, In every
instance, however, they proved fulse,
and not a shot has been fired in the
village since the battle terminated early
yesterday.

Tent Colony Vacated

Acting on ovilers from Sheriff Tnl_'n
Duval, who i filling his dead father's
place. the tent eolony of striking min-
ers and their families, near the mine,
was nabandoned enrly today,  Rtate
troopers made the roundr of the tents
and notified the men and women that
they must move out without deiny. They
last no time in ohexing the order, tnk-
ing nothing hut food with them, The
nuthorities professed ignorance as  to
where they had gone.

RBheriff Duval sald he was determined
to break up the colony and that none
of the people who had been living there
would be allowed to return to the
tonts,

A number of foreign women, none of
whom could speak English, enme to
Wellshurg today from Avella, Pa., the
mining town across the border wlhere
the mob which attacked Cliftonville was
formed.  Through interpreters they
falid they were searching for male rela-
tives who hnd not been seen since Sun-
day night. It I8 believed identitiea-
tion of some of the forty-three prison-
ers held here and in Wheeling will be
made through these women,

Sherifi's Slayer Not Caught
For n time last night Sherlff Duval
believed he had in eustody the man who

gave hix naome as George Harvey had
ldentified another prisoner es Hteve
Tsetts, a miner of Avella, who, he #aid,
shat the Bheriff, For more than three
hours Hervey nnd the supposed Hetts
were closely examined by the authori-
tios, and it was not until after !} o'clock
this morning that Harvey, they say,
liroke down and confessed that the other
prironer wns not Hetts,
